At the expiration of ten days, cover the whole 
with 2 inches of fresh loam and over this spread 3 or 4 
inches of straw, hay or litter; in about eight weeks 
the mushrooms make their appearance. If the surface 
becomes dry, wet with warm water. One brick of 
spawn will plant 8 or 9 square feet.
